ivers operating 


from Williamstown and Altona 
have reported that exploratory 
dredging for the ethane bay 
pipeline has caused extensive 
damage to Altona Reef. 


The divers, 


whose 


livelihood 


depends ‘on the reef, fear that the 
effects may be permanent, 


They have made 


official complaints 


to the Fisheries and Wildlife Depart- 
ment, which last year gave strong sup- 


port to the laying of 


the pipeline despite 


union pressure to have if called off. 


This week, the president 
of the Port Phillip Con- 
servation Council, Mr. 
John Iggulden, gave his 
support to the divers’ 
complaints. 

He said: “These reports 
offer a striking con- 
tradiction of repeated 
official claims that the 
laying of the pipeline 
would cause no ecological 
damage fo the bay floor. 

“This had been the main 
argument used to per- 
suade the Victorian Trades 
Hall Council last June to 

- lift the ban which it had 
placed on the pipefine up 
to that time.” 

Mr. Iggulden said he 
hoped now that the THC 
might consider “this prac- 
tical demonstration of real 
environmental harm, caus- 

, ed by very minor explora- 
tory operations, as suffi- 
cient reason to re-consider 
its position.” 

He said the unions 
which had been waiting 
for the results of explor- 
atory dredging to become 
known were now satisified 
that, if anything, the origi- 
nal estimates of 
environmental damage had 
been understated. 

“The divers take an ob- 
vious pride and pleasure in 
the way they have looked 
after the area and their 
sense of outrage at the 
damage now caused and 
their fear of the con- 
sequences of full-scale 
dredging were. quite 
understandable,” Mr. Ig- 
gulden said. 

The divers had, he said, 
stuck to a frigid con- 
servation programme 
which allowed only the 
largest abalone to be 
cropped so that a regular 
harvest could be maintain- 
ed indefinitely. 

“it is now time for the 
pipeline interests to be big 
enough to stand back and 
have a fresh look at the 
problem,” he said. 

“After more than two 
years of disagreement the 
pipeline is no neater to 
being built than it was at 
the beginning.

“Y also spent some 
time in South América, 
and with all the trav- 
elling I did, 1 know just 
how hard it is for some- 
one living in a country 
where the language is 
just a jumble of sounds. 


Help with 
problems 


“Now I’m back here, ¥ 
want to help people who 
have the problem I 
had.” 

Frank speaks Swed- 
ish, German and Span- 
ish, and is learning 
Indonesian, 

“I have a smattering 
of French and Hun- 
garian too,” he added. 

“We get plenty of 
migrants .to our nights 
each week, and most of 
us can speak two or 
three languages, which 
does help quite a bit. 

“But what we really 
want now are more Aus- 
tralians, more Mel- 
bourne people to help 
make these migrants 
feel part of the country 
they have adopted.”
